Scientist Fears Ice Age

Every motorist stepping on the gas is speeding 
the world straight into another ice age. 


The-cold collision could come within 1,000 years 
—many of our lifetimes away but only an instant 
in geological time. : 

That’s what the dean of Canada’s oceanogra- 
pher’s worries about in his retirement. 

He's Dr. J, P. Tully,, who turns 63 later this 
month after a-distinguished career as head of the 
Pacific fisheries research group from 1945 to 1966 
and secretary of the Canadian Committee on Ocean- 
ography until a few months ago. 

During that, time he became internationally. 
recognized as an expert in such areas as prediction 
of pollution in.oceans, hydraulics of seaways, air-

Virtually all of Canada’s 
Arctic islands and even much 
of .its continental northern 
slope is founded on perma- 
frost as much as 1,400 feet 
thick and breaking this up by

But even. greater changes 
would occur, sending the polar 
ice cap down over most of the 
temperate regions of the 
earth again. — 

“We now get dry, continen- 
tal air coming from the north.

There’s little snow because 
the-Argtie Ocean is covered 
by ice so there’s virtually no 
evaporation of water into 
clouds for subsequerit precipi- 
tation.

The key to the puzzle is 
money. The $4,000 or $5,000 they can get 
for their shacks will be barely enough 
for a down payment in the new 
subdivision. 

But a down payment means heavy 
monthly payments for the next 20 years. 
Why should they take on so heavy a 
burden when they can live in their 
shacks for practically nothing? Kaiser 
has no argument for people who prefer 
cost-free inferior housing to high cost 
superior housing. Perhaps in the end, a

More Taxes 
Less Growth

How would the tax changes proposed 
by the White Paper affect small 
businesses? Essentially they would take 
from the smaii businessman a tax 
savings and a tax deferral that have 
always been denied to the taxpayer who 
taade his income from wages or salary. 


At. present the. corporate rates of 
taxation — apart from the 3 per cent 
surtax which ends in 1970 — are 21 per 
cent on the first $35,000 of annual income 
and 50.per cent on the excess. For the 
small businessman the 21 per cent has 
become the effective ceiling rate ‘on his 
persona! income, though he might in fact 
enjoy the use of an incame. that would 
subject him to a higher rate if it were 


gl) taxed at the time it was earned, 


The White Paper points out that, 
because of the low rate, a taxpayer 
whose business can be incorporated 
ean earn up to $40,000 at marginal rates 
of 21 per-cent.or jess, A taxpayer who 
cannot incorporate his source of ‘income, 
on the other hand, can earn. only $5,000 
before his marginal rate exceeds 21 per 
cent, 


* * * 


The incorporated taxpayer can charge 
many of his living expenses — such as a 
car, entertainment, even at times a 
house -— to his business. Beyond that he 
will usually take out of the business as 
personal income only such amounts as 
will not put him into a bracket above 21 
per cent. The rest of his earnings he 
leaves in his business. Earnings thus left 
for 10 or 20 years, and escaping taxation 
for such periods of time, in fact escape 
some taxation altogether, Taxation de- 
ferred, like justice, can be taxation 
denied, : 


This first effect of the split-rate 
system is probably, however, the least 
important, The trouble is that bright 
businessmen (and their lawyers and 
accountants) have worked to pervert it. 


Many, for instance, were not content 
with one $35,000 profit at the low 21 per 
cent rate. They divided their affairs into 
several businesses and claimed the low 
rate on each. The government has tried 
to stay ahead of such ploys, and never 
managed it. It has closed off one means 
of tax evasion, only to find another 
openéd under its feet.

That tax evasion of all sorts has been 
very extensive is borne out by the White 
Paper figures. Reducing the top personal 
rate of 80 per cent to around 50 per cent 


will cost the government only $40-million — 


in revenue. Quite evidently all kinds of 
individuals and businesses have been 
getting away with murder. 


Under the White Paper proposals, the 
21 per cent rate will be ended. All

This provided 
a second source of capital,

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Language bill protest 


Protests over the Quebec government’s 
new languages bill have marked an accelera- 
tion in the seemingly endless crises that have 
confronted the province this fall. 


For the first time in several months, the 
manifestation of the crises has shifted from Montreal to 
Quebec City. Not since the fachers’ protest 
last spring has this city been the centre of 
large scale demonstrations. 

The recent rally in front of the 
legislative buildings, in opposition to Bill 63, 
was not as large as expected, but it 
affected far more Quebecois than those 
present for the event. 

Certainly the rally had wide ranging 
effects. It involved both English speaking 
and French speaking residents. It moved 
even the most complacent of citizens 
and French-Canadians are like most other Williamson 
Canadians generally apathetic—to consider their position 
on the issue of Bill 63. 

Why has the question moved into so many usually 
unconcerned homes? 

One factor has been the attitude of the provincial 
teschers’ unibn. In the days prior to the October 31 rally 
in Quebec City, teachers in schools across the province 
received telegrams from union leaders urging them to 
“sensitize’’ the students to the implications of the 
language bill. 

The result was that many téactiers led pups on-a 
sort of children's crusade in the streets. In the suburb of 
Ste. Foy, three days before the rally, streams of-12 and 
13-year-olds, led by their teachers and often escorted by 
police, could be seen marching toward Laval University 
and ‘‘sensitizing’”’ meetings. 

Early on the morning of October 30, dozens of school 
buses disgorged pupils in the area of the university. The 
children carried signs and flags, including the French tri- 
color, and could be seen knocking over English language 
signs apparently in full view of teachers and police. 

At is absurd, or course, to pretend that these young 
children understood the implications of their actions. And 
ore wonders how they will react in four or five years 
when they disagree with authorities.

Crisis Over Beds 
Prompts Plea

The board Tuesday decided to 
ask for “urgent consideration’ 
of ‘the increasé, ‘after Teading a 
report on the sub-standard 
condition of several ‘smaller 
private hospitals in the aréa. 

The report was prepared by 
senior medical health officer, 
Dr, J. L. .M. Whitbread. 

After inspecting nine private 
hospitals, in converted buildings, 
Whitbread said two of them 
should have been closed 16 
months ago and the others 
phased out by 1971. 


MAINLY WELFARE 

“Closure of any of these 
hospitals would result in a 
catastrophe to the area as there 
is at present a long waiting list 
of patients ‘Tequiring accom- 
modation,” he said. 

The nine ‘hospitals range in 
bed capagity from 12 to 45 with 
a total of 285 beds,

In the aftermath Nicaragua 
accused E] Salvador of breaking 
several regional agreements by 
Placing tariffs on some imports 
supposed to be unrestricted and 
buying other goods outside, Cen- 
tral America. 

Nicaragua has proposed an 
early meeting of the five foreign 
ministers to consider suspend- 
ing the common market. But 
Guatemala is trying to get it 
moving again and thas called for 
& meeting soon between Presi- 
dent. Fidel Sanchez. Hernandez 
of El Salvador and President 
Oswaldo Lopez Arellano of Hon- 
duras to begin taking action to 
that end.

Some Type Cancers 
Grow Very Slowly 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 

Sometimes I can give hope 
to a patient who is much 
upset about a diagnosis of 
cancer, by telling about the 
scale of malignancy devised 
by the late Dr. Broders, of the 
Mayo Clinic. According to Dr. 
Broders, there are four 
grades of malignancy of can- 
cer; when the surgeon tells 
me that a cancer is Grade I 
or I, I can say that the 
chances are that it will grow 
very slowly, and the person 
can live many years, even if 
the growth comes back. Can- 
cers graded II are ‘more 
likely to grow fast, and Grade 
IV cancers are the most 
malignant and dangerous. 

I just happened to run onto 
an article written in 1927 by 
Dr. Harry H. Kretsler who 
‘ told of a woman of 40 who, in 
1901, found a lump in her 
right breast, The next year, 
she had the tumor cut out, 
and for the next 14 years she 
had no trouble.

Then a remarkable and rare 
thing happened, and cancer 
returned in the scar of the 
operation. This was removed, 
and the woman got along well 
for nine years until 1924, when 
cancer returned in the. skin of 
the left breast, in-her lungs, 
and in her neck, She was then 
given an injection of colloidal 
gold, and immediately she 
was much better. She got up 
our of bed and went back to 
work. 

Two years later, she started 
to go down hill, and ap- 
parently the tumor had re- 
turned somewhere in her 
body.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA _ 


Three Tall Men 
Did Heroic Jobs 


By BOB BOWMAN 

One of the most glamorous 
figures in early French- 
Canada was the Marquis de 
Tracy who was appointed 
Meutenant-governor on Nov. 
19, 1663, although he did not 
arrive at Quebes until June, 
1665, when he brought the 
Carignan-Saliere Regiment to 
crush the Iroquois. 

He was one of the three tall 
men who did heroic jobs for 
France in Canada. The others 
were priests: Fathers Brebeuf 
“and de Casson. The Marquis 
de Tracy could ride around 
Quebec on a white horse 
strong enough to carry his 
great weight, but the two 
priests “had to walk, although 
they were. just as tall, they 
were not as heavy. 

Feather Brebeuf, however, 
was‘in Canada long before de 
Tracy, and was massacred by 
the Iroquois when they at~- 
tacked the mission of St. 
Louis in 1649. 

Father Dollier de Casson 
actually served with de Tracy 
after landing at Quebec under 
the assumed name of Mon- 
sieur Colson, .De Tracy recog- 
nized him right.away because 
Francois Dollier de Casson 
had once been a distinguished 
captain of cavalry in the 
French army, and was noted 
for his great strength as_ well 
as bravery. However, -de 
Casson grew. to-hate the 
cruelties of war and bécame a 
priest. 

When the Marquis de Tracy 
led ‘the Carignan-Saliere Regi- 
ment against the Iroquois, 
Father de Casson marched 
with the men, pot to fight but 
to-give them —spiritual _com- 
fort. However, there was an 

_ occasion when he had to use 


his great strength to save ‘his ‘ 


life. Two ‘‘Annies,” as the 
French. called the Iroquois, 
-erept up on him from behind, 
but de Casson heard ther. He 
whirled around, grabbed one 
in each hand, knocked their 
heads together and threw 
them aside.

She said it had 
come when she had bumped 
her hip as she hurried through 
a door. 

On X-raying the hip I found 
much cancer. When I told her 
of this she said, “Some 14 
years ago I had one of my 
breasts removed because of 
cancer, and years later I had 
pain in that hip. Then an X- 
ray examination showed 
cancer such as you have just 
found." 

I had her well-treated with 
X-rays, and a year or two 
after that when I left Cali- 
fornia she was stil] in good 
health. This indicates a low 
grade of malignancy. 

Many a time I have seen a 
man with cancer of the 
prostate gland, which could 
not be removed surgically, 
because it had already scat- 
tered. Often such a man got 
along well for 10 years. I have 
seen them go for longer than 
that, especially if the man 
was given female hormone, 
which tended to keep his male 
cancer cells from growing.

The report showed that the 
stream’s present condition is 
generally good, but there are 
signs of abuse and decline. 

Ebell said two large farm 
areas adjacent to the creek 
are already staked for sub- 
division. 

“There is‘an urgent need 
now for counter-measures to 
forestall rapid decline of the 
stream values, he said. 
“Given protection, certain 
types of stream values will be 
increasingly appreciated even 
more after urbanization.” 

Apart from the stream’s 


esthetic and recreational, 


value, Ebell said its conserva- 
tion is important becuase it is 
used as a spawning ground for 
salmon. 

“We cannot afford to lose

Canada Seeks 
Chemical Ban 
At Geneva 


UNITED NATIONS (CP) —| 
Canada, in an evident attempt 
to get crucial chemical and 
bacteriological. warfare talks 
away from East-West polemics, 
gave notice- Tuesday it wants 
point-by-point discussion of the 
matter before the Geneva 
disarmament talks next year: 


George Ignatieff, Canada’s 
disarmament negotiator, said in 
a speech in the General As- 
sembly’s political committee 
that it is doubtful that sub- 
stantive decisions can be settled 
at this session of the assembly. 


But it is evident that Canada 
and some other countries want 
to prevent British proposals 
calling for a ban on the 
production and stockpiling of 
bacteriqlogical weapons from 
being ignored. 

The Soviet bloc already has 
submitted a draft proposal 
covering both bacteriological 
and chemical warfare that 
Western countries consider 
mostly a propaganda exercise. 

Ignatieff said that Canada will 
propose that the whole question 
be sent back to Geneva where 
the British first submitted their 
draft.

The first study of its kind in 
Canada—electronically tracking 
Atlantic salmon—is being con- 
ducted in the Miramichi River 
by the federal fisheries depart- 
ment. 

The experiment was designed 
to obtain information on how 
pollution affects. the movement 
of salmon. Dr, Paul Elson of the 
fisheries biological station at St. 
Andrews, N.B., Said the re- 
searchers expect to learn more 
about natural and man-made 


“water conditions. 


“The Miramichi area has the 
greatest salm6n-producing 
streams in the world, and cer- 
tainly there is an increased bur- 
den of. pollution. of. various 
kinds,” 

Dr. Elson said the scientists 
are trying to ascertain: the rea- 
sons for a reported decrease in 
salmon entering the Miramichi 
estuary in recént years. 

Up to 48 salmon are being 
equipped with exterior tags and 
internal sonar capsules. The lat- 
ter, inserted into the stomach, 
are about two inches long and a 
half-inch in diameter. Each con- 
tains an electronic package acti- 
vated by four mercury batter- 
ies. They have a life span of 
about 30 days and. can be 
tracked or monitored as far as 
1144 miles away.

UNDER ANTI-RIOT ACT 


‘March Chiefs Probed

WASHINGTON (WP) — The 
justice department has 
launched an investigation to 
determine if any leaders ‘of 
last weekends. anti-war 
demonstrations here should be 
prosecuted under the new 
federal Anti-Riot Act. 


Deputy. attorney-general 
Richard . Kleindienst told a 
press conference that “some” 
of the top policymakers of the 
New Mobilization ‘Committee 

»to End The War in Vietnam 
— sporsor ofthe mass March 
Saturday-— are already under 
investigation. 


“T don't want to mention 
ames," he said, ,‘‘but any 
time you have persons cross- 
ing state ‘lines to ‘cause 
violence, the justice” depart-' 
ment has the duty to investi- 
gate (such action) undef the 
anti-riot statute.” 


Sporadic violence, including 
a window-smashing rampage 
against the justice department 


building Saturday by afew 
militant demonstrators, trig- 
gered the investigation, he 
said. 

Windows were smashed in 
at. least 76 -nuildings in 
downtown Washington during 
the weekend by roving bands 
of militants. Other minor 
vandalism occurred. Police 
using tear gas arrested about 
150; persons, most for dis- 
ordetly conduct. .

He acknowledged that *'98.65 
per cent’’ of the 250,000 


demonstrators during the 
weekend. were peaceful, ‘‘but 
the others came here with 
premeditation’’ to be violent.

“The justice department 
was unable to limit our 
demonstration beforehand and 
now seems intent on diminish- 
ing its effect after the fact.”

Pollution Study: 
Will Pack Punch 


A federal scientific task 
force is completing studies for 
a broad program that will 
pack a powerful punch into 
pollution controls intended to 
protect the West Coast fish- 
eries. 

“We're just working on our 
final draft of -recommenda- 
tions to be submitted to the 
minister,’ Dr. Michael Wal- 
dichuk, a leading Canadian 
oceanographer, said here 
Tuesday. 

W a ldichuk—who provided 
the oceanographic data in the 
Gréater Victoria sewerage 
study and strongly advocated 
inclusion of treatment plants 
—is official host .of the 
Canadian Committee on 
Oceanography’s annual meet- 
ing this week in the Empress 
Hotel. 

His papers have been read 
at major international confer- 
ences on pollution control but 
he is better known on this 
coast as head oceanographer 
at the fisheries research sta- 


. tion in Nanaimo. Recently he 


was picked for the key post of 
secretary to CCO, which co- 
ordinates most oceanographic 
activites in Canada by gov- 
ernment departments, univer- 
sities and industrial research

Waldichuk told a reporter 
the current West Coast study 
will hove far-reaching ramifi- 
cations.

Prompts Plea .

The province will be asked by 
the Greater Victoria Metro- 
politan Board of Health to in- 
c e welfare payments io 
private hospitals to prevent a 
desperate bed shortage in the 
Victoria area from worsening. 

The board Tuesday decided to 
ask for “urgent consideration” 
of the increase, after reading a 
report on the sub-standard 
condition. of several smaller 
private hospitals in the area. 

The report was prepared by 
senior medical health officer, 
Dr. J, L. M. Whitbread. 

After inspecting nine private 
hospitals in converted buildings, 


Whitbread -said two of them 
Should have been closed 16 
months ago and the others 
phased out by 1971. 

MAINLY WELFARE 

“Closure of any of these 
hospitals would result in a 
catastrophe to the area as there 
is at present a long waiting list 
of patients requiring. accom- 
modation,”’ he said. 

The nine hospitals range in 
bed capacity from 12 to 45 with 
a total of 285 beds. 

Welfare patients take up 203 
of these beds, ‘and hospital 
officiais contend the, provincial 


grants do not cover the cost of} 


caring for these’ patients. 
Whitbread said orders should 
be given to bring these hospitals

standards. 

Ifimprovements were 
ordered, however, some of the 
hospitals would likely close 
down, he said.

Notification had. been extended to all members 
of the Capital Regional Board and every elected 
municipal official in the area, said Ald. Stewart. 


And that ‘is. approximately 50 politicians, 
although a numbér of them are unable to attend 
day-time meetings because of their work. (Three 
persons — Central Saanich Mayor Archibald 
Galbraith, North Saanich Ald. Trevor Davis and 
Sidney Ald.
